Ottawa, Dec. 7—Parliament ad- 
Journed at six o'clock until January 
10, There was a slim attendance of 
members when the House met, many 
having left for their homes already. 
Proceedings were largely’ confined to 
the answering of questions and a 
continuation of the debate on the 
dismissal of public servants which 
commenced yesterday. : 

Of the four speakers today ,three 
were opposition members, Hon. Wm, 
Pugsley protested against the dis- 
amissal of the members of the Cana- 
dian section of the waterways com- 
mission. He said that if Mr. Foster's 
idea was right and there should hap- 
pen to be a change of government in 
the course of the next three or four 
years, the present ‘members of the 
con:mission would feel that they 
should send in their resignations. 

W. 8. Middleboro said that he 
hoped the day would soon come 
when the members would be relieved 
of patronage relating to public ap- 
pointments. He thought it would be 
a relief to members of the House to 
have all appointments under a com- 
mission, - 

Replying to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
Hon, J. D. Hazen said that he had no

In Voyage on British Steamer Around 
South America Fitty-Eight 
Deaths Occurred. 


Washington, Dec, 7—Penalties ag- 
gregating $7,960 were today imposed 
by Acting Secretary Cable of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labcr up- 
on British steamer Orteric, charged 
with what the department character- 
ized as the worst case of neglect of 
steerage passengers ever brought un- 
der the Passenger Act of 1882. 

The penalized vessel carried Spanish 
and Portuguese immigrants througn 
the Magellan straits to Honolulu, 
Amcng the 1242 padsengers (here were 
in the eight weeks’ voyage 5% deaths. 
The sanitary condition of the vessel 
including the hospital quarter was 
found to be almost beyond belief.

"RULE TO LAST GASP 


Bonar Law Says that His Party Are 
Determined as to Their Attitude— 
Asserts that Desire for Home Rule 
Dying in Ireland. 


London, Dec, 7—At the opening at 
Bootle, Lancashire today, of the 
Unionist campaign against Home 
Rule, the opposition leader Bonar 
Law said his party had determined 
to fight the proposal to the last gasp. 
Many people favored Home Rule, be- 
cause they were tired to death of the 
Irish. problem and glad to see it out 
of the way, The duty of the Unton- 
ists was to convince them that it 
would bring Ireland no peace but the 
eword: Ireland wanted less politics 
and more industry. 

Mr. Redmona and his friends, he 
said, were promising Ireland more 
“hey were wise iw trying to get 
Home Rule while they could contin- 
ued the speaker. This was their last 
chance, as every year the demand for 
it was diminishing in Ireland.

LABOR COMMITTEE 
ARANDS M'NAMARAS 


Vigorousty Condemns Them for Their 
“Inbumanity” and Declare that Or- 
ganized. Labor Should Not Be Held

Article No. 5-COMMERCIAL FEDERATION 


There would be no bond indebtedness, or any other sort of in- 


COMMERCIAL FEDERATION is the exact opposite to MONO- 
POLY. It means an ideal democracy in business, and can be better 
understood by single illustration, than by an abstract statement of 
the proposition, 

Let us assume that the asphalt deposits in Northern Alberta, 
would require for their adequate development, into a great commercial 
enterprise, the sum of ten’ million dollars for capital purposes. 

Let us assume for the second proposition that this asphalt busi- 
ness when properly organizer, financed and developed, would pay 
an annua! dividend, on its total capital stock, of 25 per cent. 

Let the third assumption be that this great enterprise when pro- 
perly organized and financed, would give employment at the mines, 
factories, sales offices and in construction work, to five thousand mea 
at good wages. 

Then, for the fifth assumption, let it be said that the result of this 
vast undertaking would be the finest system of roadways and streets 
in Northern Alberta, and the adjacent provinces to be found any- 
where in all the world.

I DEPENDING ON WEST. 

Joe Tinker, the Cub shortstop, has 
an idea that the west will send more 
ball players to the major leagues than 
any other section of the country. 
More than that, Tinker says that the 
scouts in the future will epend more 
time in the west than they have in 
the past. And the argument in favor 
of the west is logical. 


“The west breeds big, strong, game 
are 


men,” said Tinker. “and these 
three quaiifications which go a long 
Way toward making aman a. great 


ball player. 

“Size is the least important of these. 
The small man may be a great ball 
player. But the tendency in the ma- 
jor leagues is to pay more attention 
to the big men. In fact, some of the 
managers require that the pitchers 
be strong, husky individuals. 

“Strength is essential. Occasion. 
ally you see a fellow who is not pow- 
erful driving the bail to the far cor- 
ners of the lot. Such a fellow is 
Frank Schulte of the Cubs, Yet these 
men are the exceptions. The strong 
fellows are the ones who are best 
liked and who are in the majority. 

Must Have Gamenens. 

“But size and strength count for 
nothing unless that thing we call 
fameness {s also present. And that ts 
where the western fellows shine. 
They are fighters. They come from 
a breed of fighters. Their fathers 
before them fought to conquer a 
country of which but little was ex- 
pected. The never-say-die wpirit was 
instilled at birth. I have seen lots of 
fellows from the west playing bsae- 
ball and -miwhty. few of them lacked 
that nerve which makes a man fight 
just as hard with the score against 
him as he battles when he is winning. 

“The man who has nerve and has no 
natural ability isn’t likely to make 
much of a hit in the major leagues. 
But he'll get just as far as-the fellow 
who hag tremendous ability and a 
weak heart. |
